Lots  of  new  things  were  happening  in  the  Jr.  Sciences  this  year.  The  new  Hobson  salmon 
hatchery  was  completed  in  September  and  the  salmon  enhancement  project  still  plays  a 
critical  role  in  the  Science  9  Ecology  Unit.  In  conjunction  with  the  Environmnet  Club,  the 
students  monitor  the  development  of  the  Coho  and  Chum  salmon  eggs  from  the  time  of 
fertilization  to  the  fry  stage.  This  year,  the  students  released  over  7000  chum  fry  and  5000 
coho  fry  into  Hartl  Creek  next  to  the  Shaw  Science  Centre  and  Lake  Omar.  In  addition  to 
night  sky  viewing  on  the  playing  fields  with  Mr.  Noble  and  Mr.  Mayes,  a  trip  to  the 
"Centre  of  the  Universe"  at  the  Dominion  Astrophysical  Observatory  wrapped  up  an  ex- 
tensive astronomy  unit  for  the  9's.  Sr.  Science  students  have  been  busy  learning  lots  oi 
theories  and  studying  hard  for  A.P.  exams.  Mr.  Hutchison  and  Mr.  Mayes'  physics  11 
students  built  solid  fuel  rockets  in  an  attempt  to  study  Newton's  laws.  The  highlight  of 
this  project  was  a  multistage  rocket  that  reached  an  altitude  of  over  500m.
